Be­ 
cause they have realize dthe min­ 
ing effect of peanut production 
upon the soil, farmers today are 
following and adapting practices 
as good as can be found with 
any other crop. 
The growing of winter legumes, 
such as winter peas and vetch, 
has been the number one need 
of peanuts and farmers have come 
through with flying colors in this 
respect. No one, and this would 
Include all business men and oth­ 
ers concerned and associated with 
farmers, should overlook the op­ 
portunity of viewing some of these 
cover crops. They are getting the 
job done in holding our soil and 
their influence upon the crop to 
follow will be tremendous. 
There is one further need as 
far as winter legumes are con­ 
cerned. They must be planted 
earlier in many cases to allow' 
them to make a good growth be­ 
fore cold weather sets in. This 
will be possible as soon as equip­ 
ment is available. At that time 
most peanut crews and many in­ 
dividual farmers will have grain 
drills with a fertilizer attachment 
which will permit them to seed 
their cover crop much earlier.
